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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 24 March 2005 was 
considered by the examiner. However, the examiner notes the sheets provided in the 
information disclosure statement (IDS) dated 24 March 2005 were copies of the 
information disclosure statement (IDS) acknowledged by the examiner in the non-final 
action dated 22 February 2005. Therefore, the references crossed out in the 
information disclosure statement (IDS) dated 24 March 2005 were previously 
acknowledged in the non-final action dated 22 February 2005. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The primary reasons for allowance of claims 1-9, 11, and 12 is that the claimed 
invention includes a ballistic aerosol marking print head having a first phase, a second 
phase, and a third phase where the first phase, second phase, and third phase are 
sequenced to energize the first gating electrode, the second gating electrode, and the 
third gating electrode in consecutive series, so that the marking material is metered 
from the reservoir into a propellant stream in the gas channel. This limitation is well 
known to one of ordinary skill in the art. However, it is this limitation expressed in the 
claimed combination, particularly with the location and the electric circuit of the first, 
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second, and third gating electrodes not found, taught, or suggested in the prior art, that 
makes these claims allowable over the prior art. 

The primary reasons for allowance of claims 10 and 13-23 are stated in the non- 
final action dated 22 February 2005. 

The examiner makes of record that the previous specification and claim 
objections dated 22 February 2005 are withdrawn in view of applicant's remarks.
